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around town. Several locations were suggested. To date, one 
bench has been placed in front of the Chamber office, and the 
rest are still at the factory—awaiting shipment. 

What about the signs? A meeting with local signman, Potts 
Signs, brought about an estimate at cost price of $100. per sign 
or a total of $400. for the four signs. Every service club in 
Central Bucks County was contacted by the committee or an- 
other interested citizen working with the committee. Each of 
these service clubs were invited to contribute to the signs at the 
rate of $40. per club. This would give each club an opportunity 
to affix their name plate to the sign, showing that Doylestown, 
in addition to being an active community, has a great many 
active service clubs. 

What happened here? The Doylestown Lions Club, The 
Knights of The Golden Eagle and the Central Bucks Chamber 
of Commerce all immediately agreed that our town rated such 
signs, and wanted to be part of this community project. Their 
checks or pledges are in the Chamber office. What about all 
the other service clubs? Some argued . . . others talked, others 
never even discussed it, and many just turned the idea down fiat. 

This is where the project stands at this moment, and has 
stood for some time. A community project should be just that. 
It always seems that a few interested persons work like “the 
dickens” on something, only to be met with apathy on the part 
of others. 

We are going to make a final appeal to our readers for 
suggestions. Perhaps interested readers will want to talk it up at 
their service clubs, or maybe an industry, business or private 
individual would like to make a cash donation. The goal for 
the signs is $400..-We are $280. shy of the goal. As far as the 
benches go, perhaps a little pressure from a lot of people on the 
Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors will get them out of 
storage and into use. What do you say? It’s up to you, the 
citizens of Central Bucks, to supply the answer.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


We must be ashamed of our town of Doylestown! At least 
a lot of people must be. Why such a statement? Let's see. 

Over one year ago, The Central Bucks Chamber of Com- 
merce appointed a Tourism Committee for Doylestown and the 
Central Bucks area. The two immediate goals of the committee 
were to (1) get “Welcome to Doylestown” signs posted at the 
four main entrances to our town, and (2) see if it would be 
possible to get some park type benches placed around town and 
at some of our “tourist spots.” Your editor was chairman of 
that committee, and George Carver, Jr. and Walt Conti rounded 
out the committee. What has happened—it makes a sad com- 
mentary on our town, my friends. 

A meeting with Fisher and Porter, a manufacturing plant 
in Warminster brought forth a pledge to purchase 4-5 benches 
for Doylestown to be placed around the area at the disgression 
of the committee and the Chamber. The benches were first 
offered to the Bucks County Historical Society for use on the 
grounds of the Mercer Museum. After many meetings of said 
organization, the benches were refused because among other 
things, they would be used for necking by teenagers, and per- 
haps be a hang-out for bums. 


The benches were then turned over to the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Chamber who were to arrange to have them placed

I must admit that I rarely read the professional medical men 
whose syndicated columns appear in the daily press. Even when

In a lifetime of sweating 
out doctors' waiting rooms, I have become more interested 
in what doctors read than in what they write, and I believe 
it fair to judge a medic on the basis of the magazines to be 
found in his waiting room.

But 
as I was leaving his office I noticed an Alf Landon sunflower 
affixed to the lapel of his street coat. Socialized medicine? 
Wait until the poor guy gets 'round to reading that Roosevelt 
made it. .. again and again and again! 

There is, perhaps, something therapeutic about reading old 
magazines while awaiting the treatment of new-fangled disease. 
It wouldn’t help the patient’s morale any if, for instance, he 
picked up the latest issue of TIME only to be reminded that an 
astronaut orbited the earth half a dozen times in the time that 
it has taken him to move one chair closer to the doctor's inner- 
sanctum. And there is this educational thought: darn few of us 
would take an, afternoon off to catch up on the current events 
that we missed in our youth if we weren't sick, sick, sick. If 
Johnny can't read it could be that he isn't seeing his doctor's 
waiting room often enough. 

One of my medical friends (and I had a few up 'till now) 
is a general practitioner and, as such, he carries an assortment 
of diversified reading matter: LIBERTY, COLLIER'S, GO- 
DEY'S LADY'S BOOK, YOUTH'S COMPANION and if 
you're lucky enough to catch him, a litle old man comes 
through every afternoon at three selling. used copies of the 
PUBLIC LEDGER and the PHILADELPHIA RECORD. 
(Why, just the other day I read in the BUCKS COUNTY 
TIMES that plans were under way to build a new courthouse 
in Doylestown . . . the old one!) 

Second only to reading the diplomas on the wall in their 
original Latin, is the pleasure of poring through the medical 
trade journals which somehow make their way from the doc- 
tor's back room to the front.

What's in a name? A rose by any other name will smell as 
sweet." 

That, I believe, is what the Bard of Avon had to say about 
names and roses. But it is not botanical names I have in mind, 
it is geographical names that I am thinking of, and in the County 
of Bucks you will find some dandies. 

The late George MacReynold, in his book, “Place Names in 
Bucks County," lists many odd and unusual names, such as: 

Almshouse Hill, Anchor, Babytown, Bath, Bean, Broad 
Axe, Bucktoe, Bulltown, Butter Creek, Chickenfoot, Curls Run, 
Dark Hollow, Devil's Half Acre, Dry Branch, and The Elephant. 

Also: Featherbed Hill, Frog Hollow, Frogtown, Gallows 
Hill, Harrow, Honey Hollow, Irish Run, Jugtown, Kuglers 
Roost, Licking Run, Mink Run, Mount Misery, Owlsburg, 
Paletown, Pickpocket, Rabbit Run, Rattlesnake, Roaring Rocks, 
Robin Run, Slobbery Run, Sugar Bottom, Turkey Hill, White 
Horse, White Sheet Bay, Windy Bush and Wolf Run. 

Then there were also in Upper Bucks places once known 
as Axehandle Factory, Bunker Hill and Smoketown, and pro- 
bably some other oddities that have since slipped from memory. 

But, paging through a U. S. Postal Directory, in Pennsylvania 
you will find such places as: 

Angels, Boiling Springs, Bills Place, Bird in Hand, Bruin, 
Cashtown, Cherry Tree, Chest Springs, Clay, Crabtree, Cran- 
berry, Cyclone, Darling, Defiance, Diamond, Distant, Drifting, 
Driftwood, Drums, Dunkard, Effort, Eightyfour, Endeavor, 
Ernest, Fairchance, Fairhope, Fisher, Force, Gipsy, Goodspring, 
Grapeville, Grassflat, Gray, Greenstone and Grindstone.

Bottom, Huey, Huff, Indian Head, Industry, Intercourse, Iron 
Springs, Jacobs Creek, James Creek, Josephine, Landis Store,

Then, to complete the list of unusual place names in Penn- 
sylvania, we can visit Table Rock, Ten Mile, Tire Hill, Torpedo, 
Transfer, Turkey City, Unity, Venus, Virginville, Wagontown, 
Walnut Bottom, Wampum, Waterfall, White, Wood, and Yellow 
House. ; 

After reading all of these almost unbelievable names, one 
wonders about their origin and what prompted the early settlers 
to dub them thus. Some are self evident, but others are almost 
beyond comprehension. At any rate they are here in the Key- 
stone State, and no doubt will remain until the end of time. 

Speaking about names and places, up on top of Rockhill 
there is a cave called the Wolves Den. Years ago it was a popular

parently was living at Grenoble 
at this time. There is in exist- 
ence a photograph of a square 
stone house marked “our home 
at Grenobie” and dated August 
22nd 1897. 

The Arnolds moved to 
Rushland around 1900. 

“When I came to Rushland 
in 1907, the Arnolds were 
living here,” so stated Mr. Al- 
bert Fisher, prominent business- 
man and senior citizen of Rush- 
land. 

“The Arnolds were 6 
people,” related Mr. A. Leigh- 
ton Fisher. “I remember that 
Newton was always dressed 
up, and was a very quiet man. 
I recall that they all lived in 
town. The mother, a quiet 
woman and the two boys, 
Charles and Newton. I do not 
remember the father, however; 
perhaps, he had died by then." 

It was during this period of 
his life that Newton Arnold 
apparently was busiest as a 
photographer. Most of his 


“He was a genius, that’s 
just what Newton Arnold was.” 
This was the spontaneous and 
unqualified response of Mrs. 
Pearl VanSant Spencer of 
Grenoble, Pennsylvania. 

"[ knew him when he was 
postmaster and station agent 
at Grenoble," she continued, 
“he was always a gentleman 
and a marvelous telegrapher.” 
Mr. Arnold began with the 
Reading Railroad at Hatboro 
on November 4th, 1890, as a 
telegrapher at seventeen years 
of age. 

He became station agent, 
telegrapher and postmaster at 
Grenoble on April 20th, 1891, 
shortly after the station opened. 

It was probably about this 
time he became interested in 
paotography because some of 
his earliest plates are dated 
aboat this period. The Arnold 
family, (Newton; a brother 
Charles; mother, Mary Jane 
Yerkes Arnold, and perhaps 
their father, John Arnold) ap-

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“The husband of one of the 
players was a bricklayer and 
he helped us with an outside 
chimney we needed to accom- 
odate a hot air heater,” Buck 
would knowledge gratefully. 
“The heater sold for $150 
dollars but we could only raise 
$50, so the man let us have it 
and trusted us with the rest. 

“We had some trouble with 
a leak over several of the seats 
but when we laughingly told 
the people who bought these 
seats to bring umbrellas, they 
laughed with us. The leak was 
reparied but it’s still a stand- 
ing joke to both players and 
patrons.” 

You would notice old-time 
“stalls” that have been con- 
verted into comfortable rest 
rooms with modern fixtures and 
a few hand-painted signs re- 
minding city people of the 
“country plumbing”. 

A large piece of masonite, 
placed high above the stage 
and extending a few feet above 
the audience, aids acoustics in 
the open-raftered “loft” where 
the plays are held. 

A set of steps, built by the 
group, leads from the loft to 
the downstairs "stables", 
where now the box office, rest 
rooms, refreshment stand and 
utility rooms are located. The 
downstairs interior is white- 
washed and the original hand- 
forged hinges support the doors. 
The floor is concrete and on 
the walls can be seen paintings 
by local artists as well as pic- 
tures of the cast in the current 
play and past plays. 

The owner of the barn, W. 
B. Chamberlin, Jr., holds no 
lease on it but accepts a 
nominal fee for its rental. His 
estate “Travescan”, at 465 
Tennis Avenue, Andalusia, was 
built around 1850 and named 
after an Indian chief. 

Mr. Chamberlin, recalling 
the barn when it was empty, 
says "I had always hoped 
something of theatrical impor- 
tance would be added to the 
community and the ‘Play- 


It is estimated that there 
are 100,000 amateur theater 
groups in the United States. 
Each group averages 10 people 
and presents approximately 
5 plays a year, totaling about 
Y% million little theater pro- 
ductions annually. 

If you were to pause a min- 
ute outside the “Playmasters 
Theater Workshop” at 965 
State Road, Andalusia, Bucks 
County, Penna., you would see 
only an old 19th Century barn, 
not unlike others of that ilk. 
But if you decided to step 
through the doors of this old 
barn, there the similarity to 
other barns would end. 

The “Playmasters” is a do- 
it-yourself project by a group 
of theater enthusiasts in the 
transformation of the old barn 
into a "little theater", unique 
in its area. 

Perhaps while there, you 
would speak to Buck Spiel- 
dock, now with the Signal 
Corps, the director of the 
group which began the barn's 
renovation in October of 1957. 
The core of the group consist- 
ed of an electrician, a chemical 
engineer, an office equipment 
repairman, a cameraman, a 
commerical artist, an air con- 
ditioning and heat engineer, a 
publicity man and Buck’s wife 
Mildred, who handles all the 
business. 

Buck’s ear-reaching grin and 
vitalizing personality would 
make short work of any formal 
or uncompromising situation. 

“The story behind the seats 
goes back to a cold Sunday,” 
he would say. “We found an 
old movie house with 200 un- 
wanted seats embedded in con- 
crete. We dug the seats up and 
transplanted them to the barn. 
The whole operation cost us 
50 dollars." 

You would learn that the 
barn, as it stood, was with- 
out electricity and plumbing 
facilities. The group attended 
to the wiring needs and obtain- 
ed water from an adjacent 
well. 
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on stage. 

You might get to meet some 
of the people behind the scenes, 
including men on lights, sound 
and curtain, ushers and tickets 
takers, parking attendants, a 
propman, a script girl, a care- 
taker of costumes and the 
make-up artist. 

The barn, once lonely and 
deserted, now bustles with 
the activities of people in love 
with their work. Where once 
grooms attended horses and 
beasts of burden worked for 
their keep, ghosts tread softly 
and speak among themselves 
of the anticipanon and anxiety 
of that moment's darkness be- 
fore the curtain rises, the im- 
measureable determination to 
perfect even a one-line part 
and the din of the clapping 
hands and shuffling feet. 
` The barn doesn’t have much 
time for its ghosts now. It's 
too busy enjoying a new life 
brought to it by a group of 
people dedicated to a purpose 
and willing to sacrifice time and 
remuneration for personal 
satisfaction. Because the "Play- 
masters" cared enough, enjoy- 
ment and a handful of culture 
has come to a community 
which might otherwise be with- 
out it. 
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Once in the barn, they be- 
gan producing four plays a 
year, each play scheduled to 
run four nights, with time off 
during the summer. Within a 
short time, their mailing list 
jumped rapidly to 1500 and 
several performances of each 
show are reserved for the Sea- 
son Subscribers, which number 
approximately 500. 

Age does not segregate the 
members of the group. Fre- 
quently, players with children 
initiate the youngsters early to 
stage life and in many cases, 
two, three or sometimes more 
members of a family stand 


‘together behind the footlights. 


Each production has a 
different director, recruited 
from the players. It is a re- 
quirement that a director not 
be a newcomer to the group. 
Experience on the  "Play- 
masters” stage is a pre-req- 
uisite. 

The group itself usually 
designs the stage settings, 
using several weekends before 
each production to saw the 
wood, paint the scenery or 
canvass the area for unwanted 
pieces of furniture to be used as 
“props”. Each player has an 
important part in the show 
other than the one he performs 
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The interior of the Playmaster’s Barn, with seats that are 


always filled for each performance. 


They tried their wings in the 
auditorium of St. Katherine’s 
Roman Catholic school, with 
their first three-act play, “The 
Passing of the Third Floor 
Back”, a production containing 
religious overtones. 


masters’ seem to be it. I think 
the performances are better 
than some theatrical perform- 
ances I’ve seem." 

The barn, you would learn, 
was officially opened May 9, 


1958 with its production of “I 


Found April". 

“Our aim,” the “Play- 
masters” say, “is to entertain 
the people and not prove our- 
selves to be great dramatists.” 
They have found the best way 
to do this is to present comedy. 
Having no understudies, they 
have had only one experience 
when one was needed. An 
actor lost his voice after sev- 
eral runs of a show and as he 
stood on stage, going through 
the respective motions his 
voice was dubbed from behind 
the curtain. 

It would be noted that Buck 
is the President of the “Play 
Picking Committee" and that 
the only quality a play must 
have to be chosen by the com- 
mittee is that they enjoy read- 
ing it and feel their audience 
would enjoy seeing it. 

The  *Playmasters" origi- 
nated about 10 years ago in 
Academy Gardens, in the 
northeast section of Philadel- 
phia. Their first one-act play, 
“Utter Relaxation" was pre- 
sented at the *Caanstatter", at 
Academy Road and Willets 
Avenue, through the Academy 
Gardens Civic Association.

degree, an invitation to the 
wedding was personally deliv- 
ed by the groom or his brother. 
Invitations to those not of the 
faith were extremely rare. One 
particular sect had its cere- 
monies before the noon day 
meal, thoughtfully enough, and 
much of the remaining day was 
devoted to consuming the 
ample repasts spread before 
the assembled guests. After the 
long feast was over, the young 
people devised games for 
amusement, working away the 
quantities of food enjoyed fol- 
lowing the wedding. In the 
course of the afternoon, the 
groom would be surrounded 
by his young, single friends and 
lifted into the àir. He was toss- 
ed ceremoniously across a rail 
fence into the waiting arms of 
a group of young married men, 
of whom he had now become 
a member. This symbolizes the 
transition from carefree bach- 
elorhood to the status of har- 
ried young married man with 
all its attendant woes. 

The bride knows her turn is 
coming, as her maiden friends 
close in on her. She, too, is 
caught up and finds herself be- 
ing tossed over a broomstick

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from arm to arm, dancing gaily 
as the center of attention on 
the most important evening of 
her life. 

In the late evening, young 
women members spirited the 
bride away to put her to bed. 
Next, young men entered with 
the bridegroom whom they 
placed by her side. The young 
women then moved to the end 
of the bed for the traditional 
"Throwing of the Stocking". 
Each took her turn with the 
rolled stocking, throwing over 
her shoulder at the bride's 
head. The first one to hit the 
mark would be the next bride. 

For two days following this 
type of wedding, male friends 
would call at the home of the 
bride and groom and kiss the 
bride and have refreshments. 
Then followed two weeks of 
large parties at their home be- 
fore the bride and groom were 
allowed to relax into the role of 
a quiet young married couple. 

Diversions other than danc- 
ing varied according to location 
and religion. In the homogene- 
ous settling of Pennsylvania, 
each group had its own tradi- 
tions. In the more religious 
sects, the bride and groom's 
friends being mutual to a large 


wedding certificate and then the 
feasting began. In the wilder- 
ness communities huge meals 
were served of beef, pork, 
fowl, venison and roasted bear. 

Since many of the guests 
came uninvited, there was an 
element of rowdiness to some 
of the gatherings. The bride's 
parents felt they could not ask 
the offending guests to leave for 
fear of reprisal. More than one 
such offended guest had been 
known to shear the manes, 
foretops and tails from the 
horses of the wedding party. 
Much patience on the part of 
the parents was required to 
endure the froilicsome nature 
of these uninvited guests. 

In the less religious com- 
munities the evening might be 
spent in dancing. During the 
course of the evening, attempts 
were made by members of the 
party to steal the bride's shoe. 
If her guardians, or waiters, 
failed to prevent this, they 
paid a penalty for redemption 
of the shoe. The fine usually 
was a bottle of grape juice or 
one dollar. As punishment to 
the bride, she was forbidden to 
dance until her shoe had been 
recovered. Once this tradition 
was observed, the bride went 


Foremost in the minds of 
early settlers of this country was 
the dire necessity to wrestle a 
living from the virgin soil. 
Second only to survival was 
the wedding season with its 
attendant celebrations as a 
release from long'months spent 
behind the demanding plow. 
Once the last shovelful of hay 
had been thrown into the barn 
and the provisions necessary 
for the long winter months 
ahead had been laid aside, at- 
tention was turned to the 
blushing young girl and the 
suddenly sobered young man. 

While their courtship might 
have been hampered by his 
long hours of tilling the soil, in 
time his intentions became 
known. This either from his 
crooked furrows or, late in the 
evening, sparks flickering from 
his beloved's kitchen chimney, 
and so becoming his "calling 
card," or announcement to the 
neighboring farms that court- 
ship was in progress. 

In the mixed communities 
new of a proposed wedding 
spread quickly, and one did 
not wait for an ivitation. From 
miles around they walked, rode 
horseback, and came in carri- 
ages. Large numbers signed the

In his account in that week’s 
newspaper, he reported about 
the excitement caused by the 
Chinese, revealing the fury that 
raged with some of the towns 
people surrounding the park. 

During the day he interviewed 
some of the Chinese and one in 
particular he asked, “What do 
you regard the finest thing in 
Sunday School work?” “Picnics” 
was his quick reply. 

Today, many years later there 
is still excitement around Forest 
Park. The latest excitement 
however is the near completion 
of the new swimming hole that 
everyone is talking about — 
Lake Suzanne, which will be 
opened to the public around the 
middle of this month. It is sev- 
eral hundred feet wide and a 
beautiful white sand beach cir- 
cles the entire lake area, which 
will hold more than two million 
gallons of spring water, filtered 
by the most modern equipment 
in the county. 

Also, every Sunday, one of 
the famous Philadelphia New 
Year’s Mummers Parade bands 
play free concerts to the public, 
while twenty-three modern rides 
are in continuous operation for 
the children and grownups. 

Through the past years, there 
has been various humorous in- 
cidents at Forest Park. Talking 
to one old senior citizen of the 
area, he remarked to me, “Why, 
it’s not as hot these days as it 
used to be. Why I remember it 
used to get hot, why even one 
day they were playing ball at 
Funk’s Park (Forest Park), I 
think a Saturday, it was so hot 
the umpire called the game, and 
everyone retrieved to the branch 
creek and took a swim for the 
rest of the day.” 

Well maybe he is right, how- 
ever, if any of the cowboys at 
nearby Frontier Town are called 
into action, Chalfont will have 
another real hot day. 


It was certainly a terribly hot 
and humid morning that Satur- 
day in August 1889. Some un- 
usual excitement had some to 
Chalfont and most of the town- 
folk seemingly knew about a 
special attraction. 

Near the railroad siding at 
Forest Park a group of bare- 
footed children and grownups 
shaded by parasols anxiously 
waited for the arrival of the 11 
o'clock Philadelphia train. 

But why the excitement? In- 
teresting enough — several hun- 
dred Chinamen from a small 
Chinese mission in Philadelphia 
were to be aboard, to spend a 
day at Forest Park. 

As the train arrived, the 
crowd was motionless, and all 
of a sudden, without a warning, 
out of every open window fire 
crackers were thrown, and caus- 
ing. some panic amongst chil- 
dren, and even some of the 
grownups shocked, ran back 
seemingly afraid. 

After several minutes of cele- 
bration, one by one they stepped 
off the cars, dressed in typical 
Chinese costume, and loaded 
down with more fire crackers 
and food. 

Throughout the day, fire 
crackers could be heard near 
and far, attracting people from 
several miles distance, a cele- 
bration long remembered as 
Chinese filled the air. 

“They must have brought all 
the fire crackers in China," one 
man exclaimed. The day passed 
without an incident, was very 
noisy one, but no injuries. 

As evening approached, hun- 
dreds of Chinese lanterns were 
lit throughout the park, an un- 
usual sight. “It seemed as 
though the trees were afire,” a 
towns-lady remembered. 

This day was long remem- 
bered in and around Chalfont. 
Doylestown’s local newspaper 
had sent a reporter to the park.

His 
best friend had a hundred 
dollars on him. The solution 
was simple. He looked over 
at the tow path. Young 16 
year old Herman Rick was 
busy driving the mule.

He was young, well-built, 
darkly handsome, a. “killer” 
with the ladies, brazen, thiev- 
ing, an escape artist, and a cold- 
blooded psychopath. 

His name was Albert Teufel 
and he lived in Haycock town- 
ship in Bucks County in the 
mid-1800s. 

By the age of 21 in 1866 he 
had such a record of thieving 
that a good-sized reward was out 
for his capture. This worried 
him about as much as a school 
boy facing him with a toy 
pistol. Albert Teufel kept right 
on stealing horses, mules, 
money and clothes . . . good- 
looking ones only, that is . . . 
and wining and wenching at all 
the local taverns from Phila- 
delphia to Trenton. 

By November 24th, 1866 
he was ready to make a new 
name for himself . . . murderer! 

He boarded the tow barge 
of James Wiley at Trenton on 
Thursday, the 22nd. Wiley 
was his life-long friend. They 
had hunted and fished together, 
been raised practically next- 
door to each other. They had 
even been boatmen together on 
the canal.

ance with Miss Stewart and 
they were married sometime 
around the first World War. 

It was also about this time, 
we believe, that Arnold gave 
up photography as a major in- 
terest for we have no negatives 
dated later than 1908 or 1910. 
I next contacted Mr. E. O. 
Becker who worked with 
Arnold at the Reading station 
in Roslyn. 

*Of course he was still in- 
terested in photography. He 
had pictures around. He also 
had a fine stamp collection", 
Mr. Becker related. 

In 1936 Arnold gave up his 
position as postmaster, but con- 
tinued on as station agent. His 
wife died in March of 1941. 

His application for retire- 
ment from the railroad was to 
become effective November 1, 
1941, after a half century of 
service. Just a few days before 
this date, on October 28, 1941, 
he passed on. 

Newton was survived by his 
brother Charles who had been 
publishing post cards using 
negatives taken by him. In all, 
439 views had been printed 
on post cards and sold as 
“Bucks County (Pa.) Views". 

Some of these post cards 
were printed in Rushland in 
the early days, but most were 
printed in a little print shop in 
Ivyland, where the railroad 
crosses Bristol Road. 

Charles had moved there 
when his mother died and New- 
ton moved to Roslyn. Upon 
Charles Arnold’s death in 
1946, the end of this branch 
of the Arnold family came. 

Their “Bucks County Pa. 
Views” have become collectors 
items. Many of our senior 
citizens will show you some of 
their Arnold post cards with 
great pride. 

As I left Rushland after visit- 
ing some of Newton Arnold’s 
friends, I was compelled to con- 
sider the effect of the beauti- 
ful Bucks County countryside 
on the man Arnold. As I cross- 
ed the shimmering Neshaminy 
Creek and ascended the hills

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| much about it," replied Mrs. 
Wilkinson's daughter, Mrs.

The date for the hanging 
was set without further delay 
.. . April 23, 1867. Having no 
further means to attempt escape

came for him. But he failed to 
die. With torturous twinges as 
they led him to the scaffolding, 
he muttered “If I had known 
the stuff wouldn't have finished 
me in 15 minutes, I could have 
done a damn sight better!" 

The hanging was supposed 
to be a closed affair. But the 
walls of the prison yard and 
the limbs of every tree were 
covered with witnesses. The 
morbidly curious had been ar- 
riving by train into Doylestown 
by the hundreds all the day be- 
fore. 

As the rope was adjusted 
about Teufel’s throat, one of 
the sheriffs assistants was 
taken with convulsion and fell 
off the scaffold. 

Teufel smiled. 

It was his last laugh. 

A few seconds later he was 
hanging. The drop was only 3 
feet, not enough to break his 
neck. He hung till he strangled 
to death. 

His body was taken to the 
Almshouse grounds for burial, 
but a Dr. Stavely arrived and 
claimed the body for his dis- 
secting table. 

Albert Teufel came to serve 
a purpose after all. 

A few years ago, a farmer 
in Aquetong dug up some 
human bones in his field. He 
believes them to be the remains 
of Teufel. 

In any case, Albert Tuefel’s 
ignominy is brought to the sur- 
face of attention every so often, 
as the maddest psychopathic 
killer of them all.
